Uniform Traffic Laws for U. S. 
Urged by Georgian as Safety Aid 


A man who likes to “live in a shack | 
by the side of the road and be a 
friend to man” paid a visit yesterday | 
to the office of The Constitution 
Safety Council. 

He is Dr. Tom Neal Kitchens, ot 
Warm Springs. He graduated from 
the engineering department of the Uni-| 
versity of Georgia in 1885 and for 
many vears was engaged in engineer- 
For 
the past 50 years he has taken an ac- 
tive interest in transport and traffic 
problems, but his thoughts, he said, | 
are turning more and more to the hu- | 
man side of the problem—to the thou- 
sands of his fellow citizens who are 
killed each year in needless motor ve 
hicle accidents on the streets and high- 
ways of the country. 

“I appreciate your effort to stop 
the slaughter of innocent victims on 
highways.” he said. “but. unfortunate- 
lv. the folks that commit most of 
these murders do not read The Con- 
stitution or any other newspaper. >A 
great many of them can't read at all 
and your appeal to reason has no in- 
fluence on the ignorant. | 

“The only controlling factor of ig- | 
norance is the strong arm of the law. 

For Federal Traffic Law. 

“The Constitution of the United 
States, Article I, gives congress the 
power to construct postoffices and 
post roads and a necessary corollary 
of that is that congress has the right 
to regulate traffic on ai road after 
building if.

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“NEW LAMPS USED 
TO AID AUTO DRIVERS 


| CHICAGO, Dec. 4.—(f)—-Two new 
|sodium ‘vapor lamps tonight cast rays 
| of hope that nocturnal automobile ac- 
cidents—now causing about 18,000 
deaths a year in the United States— 
;may be drastically reduced. 

|. The lamps were placed above two 
Important highway intersections by 
'the Chicago Motor Club as an experi- 
iment. They shed an orange light, uni- 
form, shielded, soft and plentiful, over 
the road. They neutralized the glare 
of approaching headlights: 

Said George W. Barton. the club's 
head engineer: 

“Such lighting is the next move to- 
|ward motoring safety. Night driving 
‘accounts for half of the automobile 
fatalities although -the traffic volume 
,after sundown is only one-fifth of that 
of daytime hours. 

“Pedestrians are easily seen 
‘feet ahead. The strain is largely re- 
moved from night driving.”

Mr. Roosevelt has frequently ex- 
pressed the opinion that interest rates 
of private companies are too high and 
he was said today by Judge Render 
Terrell, of Greenville, one of the dele- 
to have favored a maximum 
rate on farm loans as low as three 
and a half per cent.

NEWS BEHIND THE NEW

BUMP WASHINGTON, Dec. 4.—The hand that rules the cradle of 

diplomacy is the one that rocked George Peek out of the New 
Deal. Nearly everyone suspected the long bony fingers of State Secre- 
tary Hull were somewhere in the final oscillation. Few except the trus- 
tees who sat in on the closed meetings of the export-import banks real- 
ized just whére, and how. 

Chairman of the board of trustees is Mr. Hull’s crony, R. Walton 
Moore the assistant secretary of state. Mr. Hull, through Mr. Moore, 
controlled the board of which Mr. Peek was supposed to be president. 
They have exercised that control in all details to see that Mr. Peek did 
little except’ to write critical reports and make forlorn speeches. They 
| performed all the functions of foreign trading themselves. 


AUTHORITY At the bank offices, wherever you turned for infor- 
mation concerning Mr. Peek’s expected resignation at 

the time it was known to be pending, the wise clerks directed you to 
see ‘“Moore’—not Mr. Moore, just “Moore.” Mr. Peek’s press rela- 
tions office itself would have nothing to do with the publication of the 
final announcement. It also referred all inquiries significantly in the 
same direction. - 
To make the picture complete, the announcement was not even made

SIGNIFICANCE Those close to Mr. Peek know he did not want to 
resign. He was interested in a theory of foreign 


trade. He had nothing else to do, so he was bent on staying here in 


‘the face of obviously insurmountable difficulties, to fight for his lost 


cause. An ordin#ry man would have resigned months ago, when it be- 
came apparent he was being pushed into a cubby-hole. 

The passing of ‘Peek, therefore, means only the official confirmation: 
of his unofficial ousting, which oceurred some time back. 

The angle that it represents the final retirement of the Baruch key 
men (Johnson, Peek and Moley) is somewhat stale. Only Professor 
Moley of that group is still in top standing, but this administration often 
permits its ex-friends to quarrel with it without serious consequences. 

The only practical effect will be to terrorize further the New Dealers 
who differ -with the relentless Mr. Hull. His belt is nearly full of scalps 


and he is reaching for other important hair. 

CAUTION (It may be only a diplomatic move, but the British ad- 
miralty is quietly calling in its naval reserve officers from 

the merchant marine. Officers and engineers from the Cunard and 

other British steamship lines have been ordered to report immediately 

to Portsmouth. It is the first time since the World War that any such 

call has been issued. 

The move has caused far more concern among United States diplo- 
mats than the more obvious ones which have gone before. They be- 
lieve American businessmen who might be affected by another war scare 
should proceed cautiously during the next ten days.

When the Milk Has Soured, It Can’t 
‘Be Made Sweet Again

When the infant child falls and bumps its head, it may get up and 
continue its play without, complaint if no foolish adult offers sympathy. 
But if a too-fond parent begins to croon “Poor little thing!” it imme- 
diately primps up and begins to wail. 

It is born with the ability not only to feel sorry for itself but to 
a in self-pity when there is obviously no reason or justification 
or it. ‘ 

That capacity is never outgrown.’ It is an enemy we harbor, like 
a traitor within a walled city, ready at the first opportunity to trick and 
destroy us. 

As practical, sensible ddults, we are still capable of developing an 
irrational self-pity that bears no relation to our good or ill fortune, and 
thereafter imagining the evidence to prove that we are abused. 

Some years ago an American industrialist conceived the idea of de- 
veloping a “model” plant, as near perfection as ingenuity and gene- 
rosity could make it. 

His helpers worked short hours and received good pay. Working 
conditions were ideal. Rents were low and the homes modern and com 
fortable. So far as the outside world could see, it was indeed a mode’ 
system—the worker’s dream come true. 

Then a stranger came to preach discontent and the workers begar 
to feel abused. When they struck for their rights, they were so en 
raged and bitter that they almost wrecked the model plant before the 
cops got there. , 

It isn’t a particular degree of misery that causes the trouble. A 
prince impatiently waiting for the throne can feel as ill-used and as 
sorry for himself as a tramp kicked off a freight car. 

The cause of the trouble is our capacity for developing self-pity 
without reason. If an idea is conceived in unreasonableness, all of its 
fruits will be unreasonable. 

Since self-pity can develop and function without reason, it usually 
befuddles the mind until the poor thing is incapable of being réasonable. 

Then the victim sees injustice,in every innocent fact and word and 
action, and he grows bitter and hates the world that seems in a con- 
spiracy against him. 

That is the danger of epidemic self-pity—not the immediate hurt 


it suffers or does, but its life-long prejudice against the world.

NEW TRAFFIG SIGNALS 
NOW BEING INSTALLED 


Improvements in System To 
Add to Safety and Speed 
of Atlanta Streets. 


Holiday visitors in Atlanta will be 
greeted by improved conditions in so 
far as the flow of traffic is concerned, 
it was announced yesterday by Dewey 
Johnson, superintendent of electrical 
affairs. 

Johnson asserted a projected renova- 
tion and improvement of the synchro- 
nized traffic signal system, operating 
under his department, is nearing com- 
pletion and the consummation of the 


‘program will not only speed up the 


flow of traffic but will be a move for 
safety. 

For many years local traffic lights 
were controlled by a master box lo- 
cated at Five Points in the heart of 
the business district. If any eventual- 
ity forced that switch out of order, 
the entire traffic control system was 
paralyzed, 

Johnson and his men have been at 
work decentralizing the control and 
all traffic lights south of the viaducts 
independent of the Five 
Points control. 

In addition, overhead lights are be- 
ing replaced in that area with panel 
lights. Another majo~ improvement is 


the elimination of the amber caution 


lights when the signals change from 
red to green. This will prevent cars, 
which have stopped on red lights, 
from jumping into the clearing traffic, 
it is said. 

Under the amber elimination when 
the lights change from red to green, 
the green, allowing to flow in the 
opposite direction changes from green 
to amber, thus giving traffic time to 
clear. The red light, blocking traffic 
on the cross street, remains red until 
the amber changes to red on the side 
where the green light was. The red 
light then turns immediately to green.

Join in Fight 


Against Sanctions; T o Give Rings 


New Year’s Reception to Diplomats Is Cancelled; All 
Women to Relinquish Wedding Bands To Aid Duce in 
Attempt To Weather League Boycotts; Jewelry 

Expected To Yield $80,000,000.

ROME, Dec. 4.—(#)—ltaly’s mon- 
archs showed the people today they 
stand with Premier Mussoliniein his 
fight against the 52 nations applying 
sanctions. 

(Jueen Elena wrote I] Duce, promie- 
ing that the two royal wedding rings 
would be turned over to the govern- 
ment on December 18, the date set by 
Italy’s women for a collection of wed- 
ding rings throughout the country. 

King Victor Emmanuel cancelled 
the traditional New Year's reception 
to diplomats and governmental of- 
ficials. The sovereign thus will avoid 
shaking hands ‘with the ambassadors 
of the besieging countries. 

Fascists construed these two actions 
as a definite effort to show the public 
that the monarchs approve Il Duce’s 
invasion of Ethiopia and his defense 
against League of Nations penalties. 

They said it would be normal for 
the king and queen to turn over their 
wedding rings to the women who or 
ganized the movement which many ex- 
rect to yield 1,000,000,000 lire (about 
80,000,000). Instead, the queen in- 
formed the premier directly. 

Queen Joins Fight. 

The queen’s letter was understood 
to have read: 

“T desire you to know that among 
the many wedding rings the women 
of Italy will offer for the glory of 
our dear and great country will be 
the wedding ring of the king, a symbol 
of affection and loyalty, together with 
my ring, which I give the country 
joyously. 

“My ring represents all I hold dear- 


est because it reminds me of the day 
on which I had the fortune of be- 
coming an Italian.” 

The queen, who married Victor Em- 
manuel in 1896, was the daughter of 
former King Nicholas, of Montenegro. 

eShe signed the letter “Your ver 
affectionate Cousin Elena.” Throug 
membership in the order of the An- 
nunziata, Il Duce is an honorary 
cousin of the king. 

Cancellation of the New Year's re- 
ception was the second public stand 
the king had taken beside I] Duce 
since the war started. At the Uni- 
pversity of Rome, November 1, the 
king said the Italo-Ethiopian war and 
the resistance to economic siege were 
justified, 

Ring First Given. 

Queen Elena’s ring will be the first 

one given at the Rome ceremony be- 
fore the “Altar of the Country’—the 
tomb of the unknown soldier—on De- 
cember 18, '‘ . 
»In communities where there is no 
monument to the war dead, rings will 
be offered over the graves of soldiers 
in cemeteries. 

The Prince and Princess of Pie- 
monte followed the example of the 
sovereigns in presenting their wedding 
rings to the federal secretary 
Naples. 

They also contributed a consider- 
able quantity of gold melted down 
from their personal possessions. 

The prince, whose name is Umberto, 
is the son of the king and queen and 
the heir apparent to the throne. 


Two Ethiopian Columns in Combat 
With Italian Outposts on Takkaze 


WITH THE ITALIAN TROOPS 
AT MAKALE, Ethiopia, Dec. 4.—() 
Two strong Ethiopian columns, march- 
ing toward the Italian front south of 
Makale and along the Takkaze river, 
engaged Italian outposts in combat 
today. 

Italian officers predicted the long- 
awaited major battle would be fought 
soon. 

In one clash southwest of Makale, 
at Debri, four Italian white soldiers 
were killed, and there was another 
encounter on the western end of the 
front near the Takkaz> river. 

The Ethiopian northern army, re- 
inforced by regular troops from Addis 
Ababa equipped in European style, 
appeared determined to give battle in 
an attempt to turn the Italian flank. 

An Italian military communique 
stated: 

“The announcement of the approach 
of enemy masses toward the Takkaze 
line and of the encounters bravely 
fought by our advance constitutes a 
prelude to battles of varying intensity. 

“The adversary will attempt an out- 
flanking movement, probably in order 
to lessen the pressure which the move- 
ments of our troops are accentuating 
in various directions.” 

Asserting the Ethiopians are now 
strongly armed, the communique said 
Europeans had equipped a munitions 
factory at Addis Ababa to manufac- 
ture hand grenades, airplane bombs, 
cannon, anti-aircraft projectiles and 
other war materials. 

“This aid,” said the communique, 
“contributes toward giving new and 
very vast aspects to this war, as 
armament, which cannot be despised, 
has now been added to the noted nu- 
merical superiority of the adversary. 

“Therefore the principles of pure 
military art must be adapted so that 
the few may conquer the very many.” 

The communique gave many figures 
indicating the extent of Ethiopian 
armaments which must be reckoned 
with. 

Italian reports said the Ethiopians 


390,000 cartridges, and 150 Mannlich- 
er and 750 Hotchkiss machine-guns.

PARIS, Dec. 4.—(4)—Premier

The radical socialists asked Her- 
riot to get the premier’s p ise to 
take recruiting of France’s mobile 
guard out of the hands of the rightist 
minister of war, Colonel Jean Fabry, 
and to place it under Minister of the 
Interior Josef Paganon, a radical so 
cialist. 

They urged, also, that two reports 
on the semi-military leagues be dis- 
cussed in parliament before Christ~- 
mas, and asked newspapers which 
they said were publishing articles in- 
citing to “revolt and murder” be 
prosecuted. 

France’s chamber of deputies, scene 
of a turbulent debate on the leagues
